Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner Ciric telephoned Attorney Moskowitz to discuss the 
amendment to the claims filed on December 13, 2004 with regard to the rejections of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph (new matter) as cited in the previous Office action. Attorney Moskowitz pointed to lines 3-7 on page 6 
of the originally filed specification, as well as to lines 19-24 on page 10 and to lines 1-14 on page 11 of the originally 
filed specification for support of the limitations added to lines 9-10 of claim 1 via the amendment filed on December 13, 
2004. Examiner Ciric agreed that this was adequate support for the subject matter recited in claim 1 and all claims 
depending therefrom, but noted that applicant's remarks as filed on December 13, 2004 nevertheless fail to address 
the rejection of claim 23 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as cited in the previous Office action. Examiner Ciric 
also noted that no persuasive arguments have been provided by applicant regarding the patentability of claim 22 in 
view of the previously recited prior art rejection of the same based on the disclosure of the Takayama et al. reference 
('253, see above). Then Examiner Ciric proposed an examiner's amendment cancelling claims 7, 17, 22, and 23, as 
well as correcting various informalities in the remaining claims. Attorney Moskowitz approved the proposed 
amendment to the claims (copy attached), thereby placing the application in condition for allowance .
